REMARKS 

Prior to entry of this amendment, claims 1-6 and 21-29 are pending in the subject 
application. By the instant amendment, claim 29 is canceled. Claims 1 and 24 are independent. 
Claims 1-6 and 21-28 are presented to the Examiner for further prosecution on the merits. 

A. Introduction 

In the outstanding Office action, mailed January 30, 2006, the Examiner rejected claim 
29 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kohl et al., "Wafer-Level Packaging 
Addresses Chip-to-Module Interconnections," Electronic Packaging & Production, April, 2001 
("the EP&P reference") in combination with Kohl et al., "Air-Gaps for Electrical 
Interconnections," Electrochemical and Solid-State Letters 1(1) 49-51 (1998) ("the ESL 
reference"), and allowed claims 1-6 and 21-28. 

B. Asserted Obviousness Rejection 

In the outstanding Office action, the Examiner rejected claim 29 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) as being unpatentable over the EP&P reference in combination with the ESL reference. 
By the instant amendment, claim 29 is canceled. Therefore, applicant submits that this rejection 
is moot and respectfully requests that it be withdrawn. 

C. Allowed Claims 

Claims 1-6 and 21-28 are allowed. By the instant amendment, the only rejected claim, 
viz., claim 29, is canceled. Accordingly, applicant respectfully submits that the subject 
application is in condition for allowance.
